EDITORIAL PAGE 
The Board of Trade 


In some communities the Board of Trade 
is labelled “Chamber of Commerce”. We 
don’t like this designation, particularly in 
Alberta, because the really important part of 
any Alberta organization is the part shared 


by district farmers. Commerce makes us 
think in terms of shopkeepers only, but 
trade .is universal. Without help of the farm 
group most Boards of Trade or Chambers of 
Commerce don’t amount to much. 

There should be one important annual 
meeting, a full-dress dinner meeting with 
members and their wives (and husbands), 
after dinner speaker and a short period of 
entertainment. The University of Alberta 
supplies interesting film subjects. This is 
followed by reports from various committees 
and election of executive. 

The executive should be the working, 
driving force that gets things done. Big at- 
tendance or small attendance at monthly 
general meetings doesn’t make much differ- 
ence—unless there’s a hard core of executive 
stalwarts who will carry the load and provide 
the initiative in every worth-while endeavor. 

Activities suitable for Board of Trade 
work include calf and grain clubs, summer 
fairs and rodeos, sport days, public libraries, 
recreation centres, promotion of hockey and 
baseball teams and leagues and many other 
positive works: 

Most Alberta Boards of Trade would 
be well advised to take a leaf from the 
book of the Killam and District Board of 
Trade. This group is “tops” in Board of 
Trade work. Groups interested in using a 
successful Board as a pattern should write 
to Edward Fee, Jr., Killam, secretary of the 
Killam Board of Trade. 


40-hour Farm Week? 


The Saskatchewan government blames 
Mr. Gardiner for the decline in hog produc- 
tion in that province. Mr. Gardiner replies 
that the fault lies entirely with the province’s 


own Socialist government. But a Saskatch- 
ewan farmer tells us that he quit raising hogs 
because he couldn’t do it working a forty- 
hour week. 

Although this editorial is headed in a 
a way as to indicate we might be 
a 40-hour week on the farm, nothing soul 
be more’ ridiculous. If the average Alberta 
farmer were to work only 8 hours a day, 
five days a week, we daresay the agriculture 
production would ‘drop by one-third. This 
would make farm produce so scare the price 
would climb by nearly 50 per cent. 

The city worker would then have to work 
60 hours per week to earn enough money just 
to be able to eat. | 

Hon. George Prudham advocates estab- 
lishment’ of a 44- or 48-hour week: in Cana- 
dian industry to combat inflation and assist 
in our defence effort- Only by doing more 
work can we maintain our standard of living 
in the face of higher taxes due to the Korean 
war and unsettled, world conditions. 


Liberty of the Gospel 


The teaching of and about Jesus Christ, 
so widely known throughout the world and 
yet so little understood by so many people, 


are essentially teachings of freedom and 
liberty. The Christian faith calls for no 
self-abasement and bodily torture as do 
many of the pagan and primitive teachings 
of other religions.

I think, though that there is a 
logical explanation. 

The Edmonton Journal is im- 

meditaely taking over the cir- 
culation of the Bulletin. Is this 
a sell-out to the Southam inter- 
ests, to enable the Journal to 
dominate the Edmonton daily 
newspaper field? 
Although the announcement 
‘ of this had not been made up to 
, 3. W. Pus the end of last week, don't be 
surprised if the Journal now takes possession of 
the equipment and stock-in-trade of the Bulletin 
to positively eliminate all competition. " 


Being publishers of the only daily newspaper 
in an area so huge as Northern Alberta, and in a 
city of 160,000 population poses a tremendous 
issue in discussion of public affairs. Henceforth 
there is no daily newspaper to contradict the 
Southam paper. It is therefore up to the weekly 
press, to keep alive and awake to public issues. 

Although I’ve always considered the Southam 
Press fair and reasonable in their editorial columns, 
the editors are still human, and we accept the 
challenge presented to us of voicing the “other 
side” of questions where such airing in the press 
is warranted.

In modern style, and employing 
all the modern tricks of capturing 
the most air and sunlight, the new 
four-floor hospital is shaped like 
an enormous “V” with wide-- 
spread and welcoming arms. 


It- is built on land donated 
tax free by the City of Cal- 
gary, which has been home of 
the Red Cross work for crip- 
pled children since 1922.

ALTA. ON GUARD 
AGAINST ‘FLU 


Alberta is being guarded against 
an outbreak here of England’s 
influenza epidemic and there is 
little danger of it reaching here 
unless by direct contact, Dr. Nor- 
mal Baster, Director of communi- 
cable diseases, stated Monday. 

He stated that an arrangement 
has been made through which 
types of influenza discovéred in 
Alberta can be identifiad and 
compared with the type striking 
sections of England. 

Dr. Baster said there is no evi- 
dence that the present wave of in- 
fluenza is related to the epidemic 
that swept the world in 1918. Most 
health authorities attribute the 
heavy death toll in the current 
English outbreak to after-effects 
mainly bronchial pneumonia which 
has been striking elderly persons. 

The communicable dieseaes dir- 
ector for the province offered 
simple advice to Albertans desir- 
ing to guard against colds and in- 
fluenza. 

Saying that there was no 
grounds for worrying about a
